Report of the 
Committee 
on the 
Indebtedness 
of the Town. 


Upon Article 20. Indebtedness of the Town. 


The committee to whom was referred the subject 
of the indebtedness of the town, presented the 
following report, viz. : 


BEVERLY, 1898. 

The Committee appointed by the Town to consider the 
subject of the Town’s indebtedness, and to make report 
thereon, have the honor to present the following report: 

By Chapter 231 of the Acts of 1881, the Town was 
authorized to issue bonds for the purpose of refunding 
its existing debt. It was authorized to sell these bonds 
and use the proceeds for the payment of its outstanding 
notes or to exchange the bends for such notes. 

The Act further provided that $10,000 a year should be 
put into a sinking fund for the first ten years, and 
‘‘thereafter until the bonds are paid $20,000 a year” 
which should be added to the sinking fand established 
under the Act of 1874 ‘‘which sinking fund, together 
with all such yearly additions shall be held in trust; first, 
for the payment of the notes of the Town now outstand- 
ing, and, after such notes are paid, in trust for the 
payment of the bonds to be issued under this Act.” 

Your Committee finds that under authority of this 
Act bonds have been issued to an amount of $1,018,000, 
and that the notes of the Town which were outstanding 
at the time of the passage of the Act of 1881 have been 
paid at maturity by issuing bonds and not from the 
sinking fund. Your Committee also finds that certain 
uncollected taxes have been, from time to time, put into 
the sinking fund, and that today the existing sinking 
fund together with the $20,000, which the Town is — 
required to pay annually thereto, will be much more 
than sufficient for the payment of the bonds at maturity. 

The sinking fund today amounts to a little over 
$360,000. If this sum be calculated with interest at four 
per cent. compounded annually and the $20,000 a year be 
computed with interest in the same manner it will be 
found that much more money will be provided than is 
necessary to extinguish the debt. 
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There are now in the sinking fund, bonds of the een iicé ne 
Town issued under the Act of 1881 to the amount of on the 
$300,000 and the Town is paying on these bonds Mniebtedness 
$12,000 in interest every year and also is putting into the 
sinking fund the $20,000 which it is required to provide 
by the Act towards the extinguishment of the debt. 

Your Committee finds that a portion of these bonds 
could be cancelled and the Town thereby relieved from 
the payment of interest thereon, without endangering, 
the credit of the Town or the payment of the bonds at 
maturity. If $250,000 of the Town’s bonds now held in 
its sinking fund are cancelled, the Town will be saved 
$10,000 a year for eighteen years. This will lower the 
tax rate nearly $1.00 on a thousand. 

The balance of the sinking fund and the yearly addi- 
tions required to be made thereto by the Act of 1881 will 
be sufficient with compound interest thereon tu exting- 
uish the entire debt at maturity: 

Your committee therefore recommends that all notes 
issued under the Act of 1874, which are not yet paid 
shall, as they come due be paid from the sinking fund, as 
was provided in the Act of 1881, and that no more bonds 
be issued under said Act. 

Your Committee further recommends that the Town 
petition the Legislature for the passage of an Act to 
authorize it to cancel certain of its bonds now held in its 
sinking fund, and for this purpose it would suggest the 
passage of the following vote: 

Vorep. That the Town of Beverly hereby petitions 
the Legislature to pass an Act to authorize the Town to 
cancel certain bonds of the Town, now held in its 
sinking fund, the interest on which is not necessary to 
provide money to pay at maturity, the bonds of the 
Town issued under authority of Chapter 231 of the Acts 
of the year 1881. 

Your Committee further reports that in regard to the 
other indebtedness of the Town there is no action which 
it can recommend the Town to take at present.

The By-Laws as thus adopted are as follows, . 

viz. : . 
BY-LAWS. 
STREETS, SIDEWALKS, ETC. 

1. No person shall in any way obstruct, break or dig 
up any portion of any sidewalk, street or other public 
place, without license from the Selectmen, who shall 
prescribe the conditions under which such obstructing, 
breaking or digging shall be allowed. 

2. All watering carts shall be subject to regulation by 
the superintendent of streets, and no watering cart shall 
be used upon any street without his permission, or con- 
trary to any regulation made by him. 

3. No person owning or having charge of cattle or 
any other animal shall permit the same to pasture, either 
with or without a keeper, or to go at large in any street 
or other public place within the town, without per- 
mission from the Selectmen. But this by-law shall not 
affect the right of any person to the use of land within 
the limits of any way adjoining his own premises. 

4. No person shall ride or drive any beast of burden, 
carriage or draught upon any street or way within the | 
town at a rate exceeding seven miles an hour. 

5. No person shall drive, wheel or draw upon any 
sidewalk or by-path within the town, any bicycle, tricycle 
or other carriage of burden or pleasure, excepting only 
children’s and invalids’ carriages drawn by hand. 

6. No wagon or other carriage of burden or pleasure 
shall without special permission from the superintendent 
of streets, be allowed by the owner or by the person in 
control thereof to stand or remain upon any sidewalk 
within the limits of the town, except for the purpose of 
loading or unloading, and then for no more than ten 
minutes in any one half-hour. 
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7. No person or persons shall in any way interfere By-Laws. 
with the free passage of pedestrians upon any sidewalk 
or street-crossing, and any persons obstructing any side- 
walk or street-crossing or in any way interfering with 
the free passage of pedestrians thereon shall move on 
immediately upon request made by one of the Selectmen, 
the chief of police, or any constable, police officer, or 
person unreasonably interfered with. 

8. No person shall behave in a rude or disorderly 
manner nor use indecent, profane or insulting lan- 
guage upon any street sidewalk or other public place 
within the town. nor in any building belonging to the 
town. And no gambling or drinking of spirituous 
or intoxicating liquors shall be allowed in any building 
belonging to the town. 

9. No person or persons shall be or remain upon any 
doorstep or other projection from any dwelling house, or 
other building not his own, within the town, so as to 
annoy or disturb any person, or shall obstruct any 
passage to the same or appurtenances thereof; and any 
person being or remaining as aforesaid, when ordered by 
any constable, police officer, or watchman by the owner 
or occupant of such dwelling house or other building, 
shall immediately depart and stay away therefrom. 

10. No person shall tie or fasten any horse, cattle or 
team to any tree upon any street, sidewalk or other public 
place within the town, nor in any way deface or injure 
such tree. 

11. No person shall throw or place or cause to be 
thrown or placed in or upon any street, sidewalk or 
public place in the town, any dirt, filth, garbage, 
shavings, paper or other rubbish, refuse or waste, nor 
any hand-bills or advertising sheets, without express 
permission from the Selectmen. 

12. The owner of any building shall, when so directed 
by the Selectmen, forthwith cause all snow and ice to be 
removed from the roof of such building; and any land 
owner shall, when so directed by the Selectmen, forth- 
with cause all snow and ice to be removed from any 
sidewalk adjoining his premises. 

13. No person shall allow any pipe, gutter or spout 
owned by him, or subject to his control, to be or 
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remain in such position as to cause the water therefrom 
to flow upon the surface of any sidewalk within the 
town. 

14. No person shall construct or maintain any awning, 
shade or sign over any part of any street or sidewalk, so 
that the lowest part thereof shall be less than eight feet 
above said street or sidewalk. 

15. No person shall shoot with or use a bow and 
arrow, airgun or sling, or throw any stones snow-balls 
or other missiles, or play at ball or foot-ball in or upon 
any sidewalk, street or other public place in the town, 
without permission from the Selectmen. 

16. No person shall in any way mark or otherwise 
deface any wall, boulder, ledge, fence, post, tree or 
other structure or natural object not his own, within the 
town, or in any way affix any notice, handbill, poster or 
advertisement thereon, without permission of the owner 
thereof. 

17. No person shall, without authority from the 
Engineers of the Fire Department in any way interfere 
with the fire alarm apparatus except in case of fire. 


EXPLOSIVES. 


18. No person, except as expressly permitted by 
Statute, shall keep, store, transport, use, manufacture or 
sell any explosive compound, without license from the 
Selectmen. Such license shall provide that said com- 
pound be kept in proper recepta[b]les, closely covered. 
The Selectmen shall have power to prescribe such 
further conditions as they deem advisable. 

The chief engineer of the fire department is hereby 
authorized to enter the building or premises of any 
person licensed to sell explosive compounds, and examine 
and ascertain if the laws, rules and regulations relating 
thereto are strictly observed: and on an alarm of fire he 
may cause the explosive compounds there deposited to 
be removed or destroyed, as the case may require. 

19. No person shall, except in the performance of 
some legal right or duty, discharge any gun, pistol or 
fire arm, or fire any squib, cracker, serpent or other kind 
of fire works or explosive matter in or upon any street 
or other public place within the limits of the town. 
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20. No person shall sell or use, or sell or expose for By-Laws. 
sale within the town of Beverly any toy pistol or toy 
cannon, or any other article in which explosive com- 
pounds of any kind are used, or of which such com- 
pounds form a part, without a written license therefor 
from the Selectmen. 


TRUANCY. 


_21. Any child between the ages of 7 and 15 years, 
residing in the town of Beyerly who shall be guilty of 
being an habitual truant, or of wandering about in any 
of the streets or public places of the town, having no 
lawful occupation or business, not attending school, and 
growing up in ignorance, or who persistently violates 
the reasonable rules and regulations of the common 
schools of said town shall, upon conviction thereof, be 
committed to the truant school within and for our 
county .of Essex, which is hereby assigned as.a place of 
confinement, discipline and instruction for the persons 
convicted under the provisions of this by-law, for such 
time not exceeding two years, as the Justice or Court 
having jurisdiction thereof muy determine. 


CARE OF BURIAL PLACES. 


22. All monies deposited with the town treasurer 
under the provisions of the Public Statutes, Chapter 82, 
Section 17. shall be entered upon the books of the 
treasurer, and interest shall be allowed thereon by the 
town at the rate of 4 per cent. All other monies which 
may be deposited with the town treasurer for the preser- 
vation, care, improvement and embellishing of any public 
burial places in the town of Beverly,‘or of burial lots 
located in the same, shall be p:operly invested by the 
treasurer. : 

Separate account shall be kept of each deposit and the 
incomethereof shall be applied to the purposes specified 
by the depositor, under the direction of the persons 
entrusted by law or by vote of the town with the 
management and control of the burial places in said 
town. 


By-Laws 
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JUNK DEALERS. 


23. All licenses which may be granted by the Select- 
men to any persons to be keepers of shops for the 
purchase. sale or barter of junk, old metals, or aay 
second hand articles, or to be dealers therein, shall 
eontain and be subject to the following conditions: 


First. That every person at the time of receiving said 
license, which shall be granted only on a written petition 
signed by the person applying for the same, shall pay 
therefor the sum of two dollars. 


Second. That every person so licensed shall keep a 
book, in which shall be written, at the time of each 
purchase a description of the article or articles purchased, 
the name and residence of the person from whom, and 
the day and hour when such purchase was made; and 
that such book shall at all times be open to the inspection 
of said Selectmen, or any person by them authorized to 
make such inspection. 


Third. That all articles purchased shall be open to 
the inspection of the Selectmen, or any person by them 
authorized; and that no dealer shall directly or indirectiy 
either purchase or receive by barter or exchange, any of 
the articles aforesaid, of any minor, knowing or having 
any reason to believe him to be such. 

Fourth. That every keeper of such shop shall have in 
some suitable and conspicuous place, a sign designating 
that he is licensed as such and containing his name and 
every wagon or other vehicle, used by a dealer, so 
licensed, shall have upon it the name of the dealer, 
designating that he is licensed, and the number of his 
license. 


Fifth. All licenses granted shall be subject to the 
provision of Sections 124 to 127 inclusive, of Chapter 
102, Public Statutes and Amendment thereof. 


PENALTIES. | 


24. Any person guilty of any breach of any by-law 
adopted by the town, shall, unless otherwise provided by 
law, forfeit and pay to the use of the town, a fine not 
exceeding twenty dollars, for each offence.

Atleast seven days before any town meeting, 
a notice stating the time and place of the meeting 
and the substance of each article con tained in the 
warrant therefor shall be printed in one or more of 
the newspapers published in the town; and sball 
also be posted at the town hall and in each 
voting precinct of the town. 

If, in the judgment of the selectmen, the occa- 
sion will not admit of delay, the notice instead of 
being published and posted at the times and places 
above directed, shall be served by leaving a copy 
thereof at each dwelling house within the town 
at any time previous to the time for which the 


meeting is called. 

III. Notice of adjourned town meetings shall, 
when practicable, be printed in one or more of the 
newspapers published in the town. The notice 
shall state the time and place of adjournment and 
shall contain a brief summary of the business to 
come before the adjourned meeting. 

IV. Except as otherwise provided herein, town 
meetings shall be governed by the rules of the 
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House of Representatives of the Commonwealth of Orers. 
Massachusetts for the time being, so far as said 
rules may be applicable. 


V. No vote appropriating money or authorizing 
or involving the expenditure of money or the 
incurring of liability by the town, shall be valid, 
unless at least one hundred persons vote in favor 
thereof. The reconsideration of any vote relative 
to raising, appropriating or paying money, or 
of any vote authorizing, requiring or refusing to 
authorize or require the incurring of liability by 
the town shall not be valid unless one hundred 
persons vote in favor thereof. 

Whenever on account of the foregoing pro- 
visions, the number of votes in favor of a measure 
is material, the persons voting in favor shall be 
counted and their number recorded. 


TOWN REPORTS. 


VI. The selectmen shall annually make report 
in detail of the expenses of the various depart- 
ments of the town and shall in addition give 
account of their action during the year in relation 
to matters of public interest and of the doings of 
the superintendent of streets, and shall make such 
recommendations and suggestions as seem to them 
advisable. These reports shall be printed and 
distributed at least one week before the annual 
town meeting. 


FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


VII. The sel{c]ctmen shall in May of each year 
appoint a finance committee, who shall serve until 
the following May, or until their successors are

The chairman of the board of Selectmen shall 
act as chairman of the finance committee. 

This committee shall report to the annual town 
meeting a detailed estimate of the necessary and 
probable expenses of the town for the ensuing year, 
with such criticisms and suggestions in relation to 
the expenditures and financial methods of 
the town, as they deem advisable. ‘They shall also 
investigate and make such report as circumstances 
permit, either to the annual meeting or the adjourn- 
ment thereof, upon the various articles in the 
warrant for said meeting which involve expendi- 
ture of money. | | 

It shall be the duty of the different boards and 
committees of the town to furnish said finance 
committee with information as to the condition and 
methods of their departments and to afford said 
committee all other assistance possible. 


THE TOWN HALL. 


VIII. The town hall shall be under the care of 
the selectmen. They may, in their discretion 
permit it to be used for public meetings or other 
public purposes without charge. The charge .to 
citizens of the town for the use of the hall from 
six o’clock, P. M. until twelve, midnight shall be 
fifteen dollars. The charges for the use of the 
hall for other purposes and at other times shall 
be fixed by the selectmen.

CHIEF OF POLICE. 


X. The Selectmen shall appoint a Chief of 
Police, who shall serve during their pleasure. He 
shall receive complaints against all persons violat- 
ing any law in the town, prosecute offenders and 
attend on behalf of the town the trials of offenders. 
He shall enforce all orders, regulations and by-laws 
of the town and shall obey and execute all lawful 
orders and commands of the Selectmen. He shall 
keep a record of all offences committed and of all 
prosecutions. 

The Chief of Police shall receive such -compen- 
sation as the selectmen determine. In case the 
office becomes vacant the selectmen shall appoint 
a successor. 


PECUNIARY INTEREST. 


XI. No town officer or member of any com- 
mittee chosen by the town shall have any pecuniary 
interest in any contract, purchase or bargain made, 
authorized or approved in behalf of the town by 
himself or by any board or committee of which he 
is a member unless he be the lowest bidder in an 
open, publicly, advertised, competition.

RELATING TO FINANCES. 


XII. The reasonable expenses actually in- 
curred by any agent or committee acting in behali 
of the town shall be allowed at the discretion of 
the selectmen. Except when otherwise provided 
by law or by a special vote of the town, town 
officers or members of committees shall not receive 
pay for services. 


XIII. No department, board or committee for 
which an appropriation is made shall incur liabili- 
ties in excess of the appropriation without author- 
ity from the town. 


XIV. The town treasurer shall pay out money 
only upon orders drawn upon him by the board of 
selectmen. 

The selectmen shall draw orders upon the 
treasurer for the payment of all legal demands 
against the town, but in no case shall they draw 
upon the treasurer for money for any purpose for 
which an appropriation has not been made by 
vote of the town, unless the expenditure is ex- 
pressly required by law. 

They shall not draw any orders on account of 
nny department, board or committee, in excess of 
its appropriation, unless said department, board or 
committee has been authorized by the town to ex- 
ceed its appropriation. 

The town treasurer shall not honor any order 
drawn by the selectmen, unless it shall appear by 
certificate of one of the selectmen or of the town 
clerk, thereto annexed, that the department, board 
or committee, on account of which said order is 
drawn, has not exceeded its appropriation or, if its 
appropriation has been exceeded, that said excess 
has been authorized by vote of the town.

Upon Article 2. Report of Commissioners of 
Public Parks. 


The Commissioners of Public Parks presented 
the following report, viz.: 


“The Park Commissioners, by request of the 
town, present the following report : 


The act of Legislature authorizing cities and 
towns to locate lands for Public Park purposes, 
was accepted by the town at the annual town 
meeting held in 1884, and the following were 
appointed Park Commissioners—Charles Creesy for 
one year, Francis Norwood for two years, P. E. 
Clark for three years. | 


The report of the Park Commissioners for 1884 


was as follows: 


‘“‘When we take into consideration our present heavy in- 
debtedness, as well as that which we shall be called upon 
to assume the present year in rebuilding the South Dis- 
trict school house, also the depressed state of our 
marine, mercantile and manufacturing interests, your 
Commissioners are of the opinion that it is inexpedient 
to recommend or locate a Public Park. Should thetown, 
in its wisdom, form a different opinion, we shall be 
pleased to receive such recommendations as it may wish 
carried into effect. Your Commissioners, not having 
made any expenditures have. therefor, not assumed any 
liabilities.

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Until the year 1891 the town took no further 
definite action'in the matter, other than to re-elect 
from year to year, the members of the original 
Board, as their terms of oftice expired, thus  sub- 
stantially endorsing the policy of inaction suggested 
in the report of 1884. 

In 1891, however, a committee was appointed 
“To consider the subject of procuring Prospect 
Hill as a Publie Park, etc.” The appointment of 
this committee, on the part of the town, was stimu- 
lated, no doubt, by the proposition of the owner ot 
the property in question, Mr. Henry W. Peabody, 
to sell the same at public sale in the shape of bouse 
lots, thus practically forever barring the town 
from acquiring the site for a Public Park. 

After mature consideration, however, and a 
public meeting of the citizens, held in Town Hall 
just previous to the last adjourned town meeting, 
in which the citizens had ample opportunity to 
express their opinions the committee reported that 
it was “‘inexpedient to take the whole, or any part 
of Prospect Hill for Park Purposes.” Two mem- 
bers of the committee dissented from this report. 

The report, however, was not accepted by the 
town as a final disposition of the matter, and it 
was voted “to refer this report, together with the 
whole subject of Public Parks, to the Park Com- 
missioners for them to investigate and report 
thereon to the town at a town meeting, to be held 
within one month from today,” and in accordance 
with this vote this report is made. 

Your Commissioners realize that this is a matter 
of large and growing importance. The rights ot 
the public to the enjoyment of the great gifts of 
Nature, open air, wide prospects, broad landscapes, 
the sea and the sky, the woods, rocks and trees, 
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and the walks and paths among them, are every 
year being curtailed as towns and cities increase in 
population. Many of the fields which we once 
considered almost as public property are now 
enclosed, probably with a barbed wire fence. 
Trees are cut down, streets are opened, houses are 
built. The great open space becomes a row of 
house lots, perhaps with a few square feet of a 
garden or lawn which the sun can shine upon if the 
neighbor’s house or fence is not too high. The 
public is barred out. “No Trespassing.” Every- 
body is familiar with that sign. Private individ- 
uals convert to their own use that, which at one 
time was enjoyed freely by all. The necessity of 
acquiring a share of these open spaces, for the 
general good is being more and more realized. 
Nearly every town has its ‘‘Common” or “Green,” 
set apart years ago for the public use, but many 
towns have gone on increasing in size and popula- 
tion without making any addition to the area set 
aside for common purposes until, in the city, 
nothing remains but a paved street fenced high 
with brick and stone, with only a glimpse of the 
sky overhead, and even this so occupied with wires 
that it is difficult to see beyond them. Even in the 
country, as distinguished from the city the finest 
sites are taken up for private purposes. The ten- 
dency for clubs and private individuals to own and 
fence large estates, is constantly increasing. Such 
properties are reckoned by the square mile, rather 
than by the acre, and the public is invariably 
warned off. With this experience in mind many 
cities and towns are taking the wise precaution to 
purchase the land needed, or desired for this pur- 
pose before it becomes devoted to other uses. In 
some places this land is acquired in connection 
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with certain features of the water supply. In this Report of 
way the City of Boston purchased the territory Sioners of 
around Chestnut Hill Reservoir and thus pre 

served its shores while making at the same time a 

delightful park. The town of Winchester owns 

large tracts of land adjoining its storage reservoir, 

and this territory now forms a part of the Middle- 

sex Fells and was, no doubt, the nucleus of this 

beautiful public reserve. ; 

The town of Piymouth has acquired hundreds of 
acres of woodlands, embracing in this tract several 
of its beautiful ponds, it has also secured for Pub- 
lic Park purposes a portion of the seashore on its 
famous beach. To come nearer home the City of 
Lynn also owns and cares for many acres of public 
lands, not only in connection with its water supply 
but for Park purposes simply. 

Many othercities and towns might be mentioned, 
but it is only desired to make the point that the 
experience of other places leads them to acquire 
these broad acres for the public use, before private 
parties step in, and cheaply acquire rights which 
are afterwards difficult and costly to extinguish. 
It is, perhaps, natural, to refer incidently to the 
recent report of the Metropolitan Park Commis- 
sion, and to consider that Beverly is only eighteen 
miles from Boston, and that the time may come 
when the suggestions in that report will be carried 
out, and even extended to our own territory, and 
that Beverly can offer attractions equal, at least, to 
any afforded in the scheme therein laid down. 

Coming now to the propositions that have been 
suggested for Beverly, it may be stated that three 
tracts of land have been cousidered, from time to 
time, as offering suitable locations for a public 
Park viz. : 


a 
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I. The Mark Woodbury tract on the shore 
east of Lothrop St. and north of Dane St. This lo- 
cation consists of about two and a half acres not 
including beach to which could be added the por- 
tion now occupied by dwellings on Hale St. It 
might also be extended southerly to include the 
gravel pit, so called, of the Bancroft estate. 

This will give an excellent shore front and, at 
high tide, the beach is very fine. At low tide, the 
the great amount of flats exposed might be con- 
sidered objectionable by some. It is no doubt, 
capable of being made a delightful resort with 
the expenditure of considerable sums for grading 
and planting. The sea view is beautiful, but 
somewhat limited. 3 


II. Beaver Pond. This tract, in the vicinity 
of Beaver and Norwood’s Ponds, also offers many 
advantages for a public Park. The territory con- 
sidered is pleasantly diversified with high and roll- 
ing grounds in some parts, and more level country 
in others, including the curious ridge formation 
between Brimbal Hill and Norwood’s Pond. Por- 
tions of the tract are finely wooded already with a 
heavy forest growth of pine and deciduous trees. 
The property already owned by the town, around 
Brimbal Hill Reservoir, should be included in this 
scheme, and the territory should be connected with 
Brimbal Avenue on the one side, and with Dodge 
St. and Grover St. on the otber by broad Park 
Ways, and approaches from Essex St. could also 
be easily provided. The construction of roads 
suitable for the development of the site for Park 
purposes, and the judicious clearing of the woods 
so as not to destroy their natural and sylvan charac- 
ter, would not involve a great expense. 


—_ 
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The peculiar ridge, above referred to, has been 
attributed, by some, to human agencies in pre- 
historic times, and is in any case of a very interest- 
ing character. It also offers a natural opportunity 
for the construction of a driveway through the 
proposed Park, from Dodge St. to Essex St. and 
could easily be arranged to connect with the 
Turtle Hill territory and so with the other beauti- 
ful drives in this vicinity. The advantages of a 
tract of land of several hundred acres for a moder- 
ate sum of money, with woods and water, natural 
forest and open lawns, are all combined in the 
location around Beaver Pond. The distinguishing 
feature of a Beverly Park, viz.: a sea view is 
however lacking. 


II. The Prospect Hill tract. This comprises 


about sixty-seven acres lying west of Essex St., 
and east of the Gloucester branch of the Boston 
and Maine Railroad. The location is too well 
known to need detailed description at this time. 
A portion is high and rocky. <A smaller part is 
covered with woods of large growth, and a portion 
is flat and at the level of Essex St. This'diversity 
of surface readily lends itself to the various pur- 
poses for which a Park is desired. The flat por- 
tion, near the Montserrat Station is all that can be 
required for a play ground, or a parade ground, 
for athletic sports, base ball, foot ball, polo, tennis 
courts, or for agricultural fairs and similar exhibi- 
tions or for the more imposing military displays of 
the militia. The hill side on the south, rising 
abruptly from this plain, and covered with a fine 
growth of oaks and maples, gives opportunity for 
hundreds to overlook any such display, or to 
watch a matched game while sheltered from the

sun under an awning of forest trees. Such a com- 
bination, a sort of natural ampitheatre, would be 
difticult to find elsewhere. 

For facilities of access we have the Montserrat — 
Station of the Boston and Maine, within three 
minutes’ walk, and not ten minutes from Town 
Hall, with a possible extension of the electric road 
through Essex St., past the whole length of the 
territory. From the high position, open and rocky, 
can be obtained a view unsurpassed in breadth and 
beauty, and distinctly characteristic of Beverly. 

Nowhere on the shore is there one finer. 

The inner harbor, with its beacons and light 
houses, the various islands, and the open ‘ocean - 
beyond from Baker’s Island to Boston Light, the 
constantly varying procession of shipping, in sum- 


‘mer a rendevous for the yachts of all the eastern 


coast, and a harbor in winter storms for all the 
coasting trade along shore. Inland the view is 


almost equally interesting, comprising the neigh- 


boring towns and villages and points of interest on 
all sides. The stranger visiting the town, is at once 
struck with the broad and varied beauty of this 
view ; possibly our townspeople, always accustomed 
to Powder House Hill, have become so familiar 
with the scene, as to forget or neglect, for a time, 
what Nature has placed at our very door. In order 
to present the matter definitely before the citizens, 
it may be said that the Mark Woodbury site would 
probably cost from $12,000 to $15,000; to remove 
the houses already built would cost from $10,000 
to $12,000 more, and any extension to the south, on 
the Bancroft land alluded to, would cost 20 to 25c. 
per foot additional, so that the site, say eight acres, 
would cost not far from $35,000 to $40,000. 
Prospect Hill, sixty-seven acres, has been offered 
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seis aT + 


to the town for the sum of $27,000. The value of Reportot 
the land around and in the vicinity of Beaver Pond ¢'s of Public 
may be estimated at from $30 to $50 per acre, and 
a square mile or six hundred and forty acres, could 
probably be acquired for $30,000. Your Commis- 
sioners thus briefly present the principal features 
of the various locations that have been suggested 
for a public Park. There are distinct advantages 
in each case, and the town would be benefitted if 
all three could be located and held for the public 
good. This may be deemed impracticable at pres- 
ent. However, they believe the time has come 
when the town should decide upon some one loca- 
tion, at least, and acquire the title to the land» 
leaving any further expenditure, for improvements, 
to the future. It is suggested that some advan- 
tages might be gained by combining the distinctive 
features presented by these different locations. 
It is possible to secure a portion of Powder 
House Hill, say eight acres of the crest of the hill, 
at the rate of $800 per acre thus saving to the town 
the ocean view; then, by way of Essex St. to Brim- 
bal Avenue. This broad avenue is already distinctly 
a Park Way with undisturbed natural effects on 
each side of the travelled road; thence through 
Brimbal Avenue to or around Brimbal Hill, over 
the town’s land already owned, to the territory 
included in the Beaver Pond tract above referred 
_ to. 
_ Here would be the Park proper, laid out from 
year to year as the town sees fit to expend money 
_on drives, walk[e]s and the other features pertain- 
“ng to a Public Park. 
Incidentally it might be stated that the territory 
here indicated lies in the watershed of the pro- 
posed additional source of water supply for Salem 
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and Beverly, and would perhaps eventually be con- 
nected by suitable ways with the road and reserves 
around the storage reservoir therein contemplated, 
thus forever controlling and preserving, to this 
extent, the purity of the waters. In case the town 
should decide to take any action in this matter at 
the present time the Park Commissioners would 
unanimously recommend the taking of theterritory, 
contemplated in the Beaver Pond tract and the 
purchase from time to time of so much of that 
territory, as to include approximately 600 acres in 
addition to the land already owned by the town at 
Brimbal Hill. Should the town consider this sug- 
gestion favorably, the Commissioners request that 
an approprirtion of $1,000 be made to make neces- 
sary investigations, surveys and plans upon which 
to make a more definite report to be presented to 
the town at some future time. The Commissioners 
present herewith, a sketch showing the relative 
location of Beaver Pond and Norwood’s Lake and 
the surrounding roads and territory. In conclusion 
the Commissioners desire to express their thanks 
to Mr. John M. Murney, Mr. Hooper A. Appleton, 
Mr. Walter H. Sears and others for valuable sug- 
gestions and assistance in preparing plans, ete.

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ANALYSIS OF STATISTICS. aie 


According to the last report of the Secretary of the State _ 
Board of Education, Beverly ranks one hundred and ninety- 
sixth in the amount appropriated per pupil for the year 
1891-2. It is gratifying to note that the amount appropriated 
last year would “have ranked forty-third in 1891-2. In the 
percentage of valuation appropriated for Public Schools, 
Beverly ranks three hundred and thirty-fifth in 1891-2. This 
year’s appropriation would have ranked three hundred and 
tenth in the same list. There are three hundred and fifty- 
one towns and cities reported. It should be remembered in 
this connection that nearly all of the larger towns and the 
cities of the Commonwealth have nine years in the Primary 
and Grammar Schools and that a very large per cent of the 
High Schools have a four years course. | 

Beverly has eight. years below the High School and three 
years in the High School. 

The whole number of pupils enrolled shows an increase of 
‘seventy pupils for the entire town but the increase for the 
three central districts, South, Washington, and Briscoe is 
eighty pupils. 

The completion of the new Cove schoolhouse has made 
ample provisions for that part of the town. With the excep- 
tion of the outhouses, everything about the building is 
thoroughly modern and well adapted to school purposes. 

The good ventilation is especially to be commended. The 
town is to be congratulated upon this addition to its school 
accommodations. 

The facilities at the Farms, Centerville, North Beverly, and 
Ryall Side seem to be adequate to meet present demands. 

The changes int he Hardie building have removed tempor- 
arily the overcrowding of the Briscoe district.. That is, it has 
provided amply for the first year pupils but the second and 
third year rooms seem likely to be soon overcrowded. 

The Hardie building is old and not altogether welt see oe 
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to school purposes. More and better accommodations will be 
needed before many years. 

All of the rooms at the Wasbington are well filled. All 
except the sixth, seventh, and eighth have been taxed to their 
utmost capacity. Additional desks have been put in and in 
some instances chairs and tables. It was also found necessary 
to transfer several first year pupils to the Hardie building. 

The general growth of the town together with the rapid 
development of that part known as Pleasant View has made 
the demand for more room at the South school even more 
urgent then in the other two central districts. It is evident 
that the present building in the South district has reached its 
utmost capacity and if more pupils are admitted in April, 
accommodations must be sought elsewhere. I think that an 
additional building ought to be erected in this district during 
the coming year. 


School Attendance. 


The average membership in the table is found for the first 
term in the usual manner but owing to a change in the regis- 
ters provided by the state the average membership for the 
second term is computed on a somewhat different basis. 

A pupil is dropped from the roll of membership after five 
consecutive whole days or ten consecutive half days of absence. 

This increases the percent of attendance but decreases the 
per cent of membership. It seems to me that the old way of 
computing the average membership was the better because it 
showed the percentage of attendance of those that ought to be 
at school while the new way does not I think. An inspection 
of the table leads me to suspect that the teachers were not 
uniform in their method of computing this average. 

The truant officers have served the town faithfully and many 
delinquents have been found and returned to school. One boy 
was sentenced to the county truant school at Lawrence and 
one boy was sent to a private industrial school. 

The laws relating to the employment of children in factories 
seem to have been faithfully observed. |

Teachers. 


Good teaching is the sine gua non of a good school. 
Organization, courses of study, text-books, apparatus, and 
supervision are valuable in proportion as they preserve the 
health of pupil and teachers and enable them to do their work 
well. The teachers of Beverly during the past year have 
labored faithfully and conscientiously in the discharge of their 
duties. They have been uniformly quick to respond to every 
suggestion for the improvement of the character of their work 
and I feel that decided gains have been made in several lines. 

If all that could have been desired has not been accom- 
plished in a few instances, I feel sure that failure was not due 
to a lack of earnest endeavor on the part of the teachers. 

Improvement is especially noticeable in the pupil’s command 
of good English, in thoughtful reading, in correct position of 
the hand in writing, in command of geographical facts, and in 
the reasoning processes of arithmetic. ; 

The cases of corporal punishment are comparatively few 
but we hope that the number in the coming term will show a 
good decrease over that of the preceding. 

‘If the teacher uses discretion and tact in checking slight 
infringements of good order, I think that the necessity for 
corporal punishment will seldom exist. 

The good effects of the increase of the teacher’s salaries are 
evident in that their ranks have not been depleted by neigh- 
boring towns that could afford to pay very much higher wages. 
The present schedule, however, is from one hundred to two 
hundred dollars a year less than is paid in many of the larger 
towns and cities of the Commonwealth: It is worthy of note 
that the present tendency is emphatically toward equalizing 
the salaries of Grammar and Primary teachers, thus encourag- 
ing each teacher to make a speciality of one grade of work and 
demanding as good ability in the lower grades as in the higher. 
The higher grades demand more strength in discipline, the 
lower grades more skill in teaching. 


i 
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Course of Study. 


The course of study that was published in the fall introduced 
no new subjects except nature studies which are pursued not as 
a separate branch but as a part of elementary geography and 
physiology and as a basis for some of the language work. No 
particular confusion became apparent in consequence of the 
new course and while the schools as a whole have not reached 
the standard set by the course of study, substantial progress 
has been made in that direction. 

It has seemed to be helpful to the teachers and an incentive 
to systematic and thoughtful work. 


Teachers’ Meetings. 


In the past eight school months, fifty-four teachers’ meet. 
ings have been held, twelve of which have been general and 
the remainder grade meetings. Seven specialists from out of 
town have given eight lectures. The other talks have been by 
the superintendent. 


Changes in Teachers. 


There have been ten new teachers elected during the year. 
Miss Alice V. Winslow was elected io the new position of 
Principal of the schools in the Hardie building, which constitute 
the Training School. Miss Mabel Padelford was elected to 
the position made vacant by the resignation of Mrs. Hannah E. 
Wright, who retired after several] years of faithful service, 
Miss Ura Burrows who substituted in this school very accep- 
tably for several weeks declined to take the school permanent- 
ly on account of ill health. The corps of teachers at the South 
school suffered the loss at the beginning of the year of two 
very efficient teachers, Miss Annie P. Rogers and Miss Eleanor 
Wallis. At the middle of the year Miss Emma Driver was 
transferred to the Washington district. 

Miss Laura E. Horne, Mrs. Hannah G. Ryder, and Miss 
Lizzie M. Brown were elected to the vacancies occasioned by 
the above changes. There have been three changes in the 
Washington district. Miss Alice Butman resigned to accept 
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a more lucrative position in Lynn. Miss Nannie §. Friend 
resigned to devote herself to the study of art and Mr. 
Charles Falconer resigned to accept the Principalship of the 
Georgetown High School. Two of the vacancies were filled 
by transfers and Miss Susie Padelford was appointed to the 
third. 

In the Cove district, Miss, Mary. E.,.Woodberry,.was . 


appointed to the place made vacant by. the. resignation of. ee 
Miss Lucy B. Lufkin. Miss Annie F. Williams, who was last 


year assistant to Miss Eaton, was appointed to the new school 
which was established in the Cove district in the fall. 

Mrs. Mary L. Dow resigned her position as principal of the 
Farms Grammar School and was succeeded by Mr. Arthur O. 
Burke. Mrs. Dow, nee Miss Mary L. Ober began teaching in 
Beverly under the old district system in 1859 and with two 
brief interruptions of about one year each her services were 
continuous to the time of her resignation in 1893. Thus for 
over thirty years in a single community she has rendered 
faithful service and won the esteem and frequent commen- 
dations of the school committee and the public. This is a 
record seldom equalled. 

Miss Flora L. Danforth severed her connection with the 
Bass River Primary school at the close of the spring term 
and Miss Alice G. Crittenden was elected to the position. 


Drawing. 


No course of study in Drawing was published but Mr. 
Henry T. Bailey and Mr. L. Walter Sargent, agents of the 
State Board of Education, have given two lectures on draw- 
ing ; it has been regularly taught in the Training School; and 
all of the teachers have made a beginning in this important 
branch. 

Mr. Bailey informed us that Beverly, Newburyport, and 
Taunton are the only towns of over ten thousand inhabitants 
in the Commonwealth that do not have special teachers of 
drawing and an evening drawing school as required by the - 
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statutes. It is to be hoped that the day is not far distant 


when it will be feasible to put drawing on as good a basis as 
music in our schools. 

Drawing is the first step toward Manual Training and has __ 
an important bearing upon every other subject in the 
curriculum. Apropos to Manual Training, it might be 
mentioned that drawing and the kindergarten are everywhere 
recognized as the’ basis of a course of study in Manual 
Training. As our course of study is a year shorter than that 


’ of many other towns, the addition of the kindergarten would

not make our burdens greater than theirs without the kinder- 
garten. 


Music. 


As before intimated the instruction in music is on a very 
satisfactory basis. The special teacher of music, Mr. George 
F. Wilson, ig very efficient as is abundantly shown by the 
enthusiasm and good work of the pupils. The production of 
the cantata of Ruth by the pupils of the High School was very 
warmly commended by many citizens. For further details of 
the instruction in music, you are referred to Mr. Wilson’s 
report, which is appended. 


Text-books and Supplies. 


No important changes have been made in the text-books of 
the Primary and Grammar schools, during the year. Addi- 
tional reading matter has been provided for several grades, a 
few desk books have been supplied, and a considerable number 
of maps, globes, sand tables, and other apparatus. The 
schools are all reasonably well equipped for good work. 


Training School. 


The wisdom of the committee in establishing a training 
school has been fully shown. In this step you have followed 
the example of many other well managed school systems 
Formerly the manner of teaching was much simpler than it is 
at present and less was demanded of the schools. 
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The teaching demanded at the present time must be of a 
high order and requires careful preparation and ability of a 
superior character. 


The Beverly Training School has been a success from the | 


beginning. ‘This has been due very largely to the professional 
ability, tact, and hard work of the Principal, Miss Alice V. 
Winslow. The superintendent meets the pupil teachers 
occasionally as an opportunity presents itself. He has given 
talks on various topics relating to psychology, methods, school 
management and the history of education. 

A training school is not designed to take the place of a 
normal school. The two should be supplementary. Their 
true relation is analagous to that of the medical school and the 
hospital. At the proper time it might be well to increase the 
period of study to two years in the Training School for those 
that have not had a normal training and one year for those 
that have had such. In that case, the Cambridge plan of 
giving each pupil teacher charge of a room under the super- 
vision of the Principal, would work well with second year 
pupil teachers.-The report of the Principal of the Training 
School is appended. 


High School. 


The work in the High School during the year has prospered. 
Decided gains are evident in several departments. The intro- 
duction of a new text-book in chemistry, adapted to laboratory 
work, was a natural and necessary consequent to the equip- 
ment of the laboratory. The town has ample occasion to be 
proud of this laboratory. A new impetus in the study of 
English has been given by the introduction of Keeler and 
Davis’s English Composition and William’s Rhetoric. The 
introduction of Myer’s General History, which has just been 
accomplished, will doubtless be of great advantage to that 
department. 

Considerable time is devoted to commercial studies and the 
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most modern methods are employed. At the same time, this 
department is not unduly magnified and no effort is made to 
build it up at the expense of other departments. 

I mentioned in another connection that many of the larger 
towns and cities in the Commonwealth have four years in the 
High School course. It goes without saying that much better 
work can be done in English and the sciences as well as in 
ancient and modern languages in an additional year and that 
the fourth year of the course is the most valuable year of all. 

Comparatively few can or will send their children to 
private schools or colleges, hence a complete course in the 
High School adds greatly to the general intelligence and 
culture of the masses. The cost of an additional year in the 
High School course would probably not exceed one thousand 
dollars annually if an extra assistant should be employed, 
which would perhaps be necessary. 

The corps of teachers in the High School has been 
unchanged during the year. Great praise is. due the 
Principal, Mr. Benj. S. Hurd for his eminently successful 
administration of the affairs of the school and to the teachers 
for their faithfulness and skill in seconding his efforts. 
Principal Hurd’s report is appended. 


In Conclusion. 


It is evident from the tendencies of modern criticism, that 
schools are to be judged not by the best work of a few schools 
but by the poorest work to be found in any school. In 
_ modern education (which by the way is as old as history, in 
_ its essential characteristics). growth, physical, intellectual, and 
moral is placed foremost as opposed to the idea that the pupil 
_ is a mere storehouse of knowledge, a mere memory machine. 
_ Popular criticism credits the schools with teachiug that which 
_ the child holds ready for use in after life. That which the 
_¢hild is unable to make use of when the proper occasion 
_ presents itself is justly condemmed as not well taught. 

‘ Lastly everything must be judged from the standpoint of 


’ 
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health, good character, and courage to fight the battle of life. 


The schools must make children better and not worse in 


health; true to their convictions, ingenuous, and sympathetic; — 


and hopeful, optimistic, joyous, in their ideals and aspirations. 

Along with these as a crowning test goes the respect and 
desire for labor and a love for culture and refinement. 

I desire to express to the citizens of Beverly and especially 
to the teachers and the School Committee a deep sense of 
obligation for a hearty reception, for many acts of courtesy 
and good will, and for the constant disposition to cooperate 
‘and aid in any manner in making my duties pleasant and my 
services useful to the schools.

REPORT OF THE INSTRUCTOR OF MUSIC. 


Mr. ApELBERT L. SarFrorp, 
Superintendent of Public Schools, 
Dear Sir :— 


I respectfully submit the following report of the progress of 
Musical Instruction in the Public Schools. 

It gives me pleasure to report that the study of Music has 
been a marked success and the benefits of systematic and 
progressive instruction are apparent to those who will make 
themselves familiar with the work. 

‘The quality and tone of voice have been greatly improved 
and the harsh screamy voices so often heard in school singing 
is seldom heard in our schoolrooms to day. 

Pupils that have passed through the several grades of our 
public schools are able to read and sing at sight music from 
medium to the most difficult. 

The class of music performed in our Grammar schools and 
High school and at our Graduations, prove conclusively what 
can be done, when it is taught systematically and thoroughly 
in the lower grades. 

The foundation for good, singing is started in the lowest 
Primary, where the children are taught to sing scales, inter- 
vals, exercises and songs in a soft, sweet, musical voice and 
the singing quality of the pure vowel sounds is brought out; 
at the same time the study of rythm is introduced in connec- 
tion with the songs and exercises. 

This is done before notation is taken up and occupies the 
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first half of the school year. Then notation is introduced and 
every pupil, with very rare exceptions, in a school of fifty, 
can be taught to read and sing correctly. 

In all grades they are instructed to do their work intelli- 
gently and to read music from the staff, with the exception of 
the first twenty weeks in the lowest Primary. 

We are very fortunate to have teachers in the lower grades 
who can take up the work so successfully. 

The scholars as they pass through the different grades are 
taught to read, write, and sing in all the major and minor 
keys, in two, three and four part, before entering the ance 
School. 


The scholars are interested and the teachers are enthusi- 


astic and earnest. 

I wish to thank them for their hearty co-operation which 
contributes largely to make the study of music a success. 

I cannot close my report without refering to the Cantata of 
Ruth, given in the Town Hall, December 28th, by the High 
School and Alumni. It was a grand success and a concert 
which the, people of Beverly will always remember with 
pleasure.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE 
TRAINING SCHOOL.

I submit the following brief report of the Training School. 

It was organized in Sept. 1893, with eight pupil teachers :

These are all graduates of the High School. Miss Foster 
has studied, also, a year at the Salem Normal School and Miss 
Gordon was for a short time a member of the Chelsea Train- 
ing School.

During the past five months the 
aggregate of this substituting has been 104 days. 

The time devoted to study during the year, is inadequate 
for carefully working out the method of teaching all the lessons 
of the Primary and Grammar Schools, as it is done in a 
Normal School, and the pedagogical study which a teacher 
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might so advantageously have, is also consequently limited; 
but the young ladies are enthusiastic and faithful, and seem to 
understand what a teacher’s spirit and aim should be. They © 


go out at the end of the year to take a place in the teacher’s yi 


ranks, if they are true to, themselves as we hope, and think 
they will be, we shall feel that the year has been a profitable 
one, and the fruit of it, shall be seen in the better and happier — 
lives of the little ones who come under their influence. mt 

In conclusion, I wish to express my sincere thanks to you 
for the help you have always so kindly given, to the teachers of — 
the schools, for trying to make it pleasant and helpful for the 
pupil-teachers ; and to the members of the School Board for q

I respectfully submit the following statistics of 
the High School and at your suggestion add a few thoughts in 
regard to the condition and needs of the school.

The discipline and training of 145 pupils who are all old 
enough to be ladies and gentlemen and yet so young as to 
almost daily forget it, is a task of no small magnitude. 
Comiug to us with various degrees of capacity, maturity of 
mind and application, to straighten out and level up these 
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inequalities in a short course of three years, is almost a hope- 
less task; and it is right here we feel most sensibly the need 
of a fourth year in our course. Weare certain that the fourth ~ 
year would be of more real value to the pupils than any other 
two years taken together and we trust a fourth year will be 
added to our course in the near future. The importance of 
home study cannot be too strongly urged, and we respectfully 
call the attention of parents to this fact. The pupil who 
neglects home study does so at his peril. 

It is the policy of the school to direct the work of the pupils, 
and to work with them; but not to carry them and do their 
work for them, otherwise the true object of all educational 


training which is the acquisition of power to do independent , 


work to pursue original investigation, is wholly defeated. | 

A good library is one of the most fruitful sources of advan- 
tage to any school. Our library is still small; and although 
it comprises a choice selection of standard books, we feel 
daily the need of larger facilities. To increase the library is 
to enrich the pupils’ opportunities. By established custom, 
the Junior Class of each year contribute a certain sum towards 
the library; and this year the class of 96 have given to the 
library ‘Stedmans’ “ Library of American Literature” a work 
of eleven volumes. We respectfully invite the attention of 
the Alumni and friends of the school to the needs of our 
library and assure them that any addition to the same, 
however small, will be duly appreciated. 

During the past year our school rhetoricals has taken the 
form of a debating society which is placed entirely in the ~ 
hands of the pupils; and for its proper management and — 
results, they are held responsible. The practical advantage of — 
this sort of exercise is at once evident and that the scholars — 
have an interest and enthusiasm in the work is shown from 
the fact that they voluntarily hold their exercise in the after-_ 
noon, outside of school hours, thus giving us an extra hour — 
each week for our regular school work. Within the last few — 
months the little high school paper which for some years the ~ 
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pupils have edited in manuscript has been put into printed 

Bee at the urgent request of the school. This again is in the 
_ hands of the scholars, subject to the approval of the principal ; 

_and we believe it will furnish an excellent opportunity for 
Mg training in punctuation, grammar and construction, while 
_ developing whatever journalistic ability may exist. 

The Graduating Class numbered 41. Twenty-three in the 
_ English Course and fifteen in the Classical. Although in many 
particulars our work has fallen short of the results we hoped 
_ to obtain, yet viewing the work of the year as a whole, we 


- feel that it has been fairly successful.

To the Citizens of the Town of Beverly : 


The Board of Overseers of the Poor respectfully present 
the following report for the year 1893: The management of 
Almshouse and care of the inmates has been under the same 
superintendent and matron as the last eleven years and we 
believe the inmates are well provided and cared for. The 
whole number of inmates has been thirty-four, average number 
thirty-one, present number twenty-nine; fifteen males and 
fourteen females. There are many among them old and infirm 
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that require much care. During the year two have died : 
William Choate, aged 81 years, and William I. Smith aged 77 
years. We have eight in the‘hospital at Danvers, two at the - 
State Farm at Bridgewater, and one at the hospital at 
‘Worcester. 

The number of persons receiving aid outside of the Alms- 
house during the year has been 403; many that never received 
aid before have been obliged to call on account of not being 
able to get work during the fall and winter and this has 
called for a larger expenditure than would have been other- 
wise. fg . 

There are two classes of poor; the worthy poor who hesi- 


tate to make their wants known, and the unworthy poor who 


are persistent in their demands. If liquor selling could be 
suppressed, liquor drinking would come to an end, and with 
them the worst features of pauperism. These cases are very 
perplexing and while it would seem unwise to aid such, many © 
helpless ones would suffer if this relief was withheld. 

- The Almshouse and other buildings have been painted and 
repaired and have been provided with a better supply of 
‘water; the house has been piped for tire purposes, with hose 
attached to the same on every floor, that will reach every 
room in the house in case of fire. We consider this a very 
important thing as there was no protection against fire before.

REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The Board of Health respectfully submits the following 
report: 


During the last few years the duties of the Board of Health 
have been steadily on the increase. The cause of this being 
the new laws made by the State and local boards, and the 
citizens in general have awakened to the fact that such a 
board exists and can be appealed to in matters affecting the 
public health. In consequence of this fact more time and 
more money have had to be expended. 

The health of the town for the past year has been excep- 
tionally good, in fact there has been but hints cases of

. In view of the fact that the town has voted to put in a 

system of sewerage, the board would most earnestly 

recommend that the town adopt the State plumbing law as 
per Section 4 of Chapter 477, Acts and Resolves of 1893, so 
that in the future the citizens will receive the full benefit of 
said sewer. 

They would also call attention to the daily increasing 
demand for the adoption of some system for the collection of : 
garbage, swill and ashes. , | y 

At the present time the greater part of the swill is mixed 
with ashes and then dumped on some of the various dumps in | 
and about the town, thus creating a very undesirable state of | 
affairs in such locations. é 

To the collection of house offal we would also draw your 
attention, and would recommend that the board be given the 
power to grant one exclusive license for the collection and 
disposal of same, as at the present time it is utterly impossible 
to control the same. . 

At the cemeteries the usual amount of work has been done 
in the way of clearing, ete. 

At the Hale street cemetery the hearse house has been 
moved to the hollow on Hale street and converted into a tool- 
house, something that has been needed for a long time. On 
the hill we have blasted the stone out of a number of lots so 
that we have been able to sell a number of them at a very 
good price. 

For the benefit of those who in private and in public have. 
seen fit to criticise the action of the board in’ the matter of 
vaccination we would simply quote the words of Judge Wells 
of the Supreme Court in regards to the powers of Boards of 
Health, in the case of the City of Salem vs Eastern Railroad-. 

“Their action is intended to be prompt and summary, they 
are clothed with extraordinary powers for the protection of 
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the community from noxious influences affecting life and 
health. 

And it is important that their proceedings should be 
delayed as little as possible. 

Delay might defeat all benefical results, and the necessity of 
the case and the importance of the public interests at stake 
justify prompt action.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF ENGINEER OF THE FIRE 
DEPARTMENT. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen :— 


GENTLEMEN :—In my report of the doings of the Fire 
Department for the past year ending December 31, 1893, I 
would say that the number of men in the department consists 
of one chief and four assistant engineers, five permanent 
and one hundred and forty-seven call men, three stokers and 
one engine-man. The Chief Engineer still acts as superin- 
tendent of the fire-alarm. 

The apparatus is in excellent condition and located as 
follows : 

At the Central Station two second-class steam fire-engines, 
one hook and ladder truck, one two-horse hose-wagon with all 
modern improvements and equipments for the same. 

At the Washington and South district hose houses, each 
one four-wheeled hand hose carriage, one double runner hose 
pung and equipments for each. 

At the Cove district hose house, one four-wheeled hand 
hose-carriage, one single-runner hose-pung, fixtures and equip- 
ments for each. 

At North Beverly, one one-horse hose-wagon with all 
modern improvements and equipments, also one hand _hose- 
carriage with a volunteer company of fifteen members who 
serve without pay. 

At Centerville hose house, one four-wheeled hand hose- 
carriage, one double-runner hose-pung, fixtures and equip- 
ments for each. 

At the West Street Station, one second-class steam fire- 
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engine, one hand hook and ladder truck, one four-wheeled 
hand hose-carriage, fixtures and equipments for all. 

We have nine thousand feet of good reliable hose fit for 
steamer service and twelve hundred feet fit for hydrant 
service only. I would here recommend the placing of new 
hydrants wherever needed. The importance of placing 
hydrants at short distances from each other is very great, as it, 
brings the firemen nearer their work, thereby saving the 
running of long lines of hose and much valuable time.

Realizing the fact of the large increase in the number of 
buildings and increase in the number of fires from year to 
year, and in order to make the department more efficient I 
would recommend the following: 

That the town purchase a lot of land between Bow street 
and Railroad avenue and build thereon a station for the 
accommodation of two pieces of apparatus, one part to be used 
for a hose wagon suitable to carry as much hose as is now 
carried by the Washington and Excelsior hose carriages, 
thereby dispensing with the Excelsior and Washington hose 
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houses and the services of eighteen men. . The other part to be 
reserved for another piece of apparatus in the future. 

Also purchase a hose wagon, horse, and swing-harness, and 
furnish driver for the same. 

Also that the town purchase a heee wagon and swing 
harness to be placed at the Farms, thereby dispensing with 


the hose carriage and services of twelve men. 


Also that the town purchase.a lot of land near Chapman’s 
Corner and place the Louer hose house thereon or dispense 
with house and apparatus entirely. 

Also that members of the Central Station and of the 
Washington and Excelsior hose have an increase of pay. 

I would recommend that the sum of $10,265.00 be appropri- 
ated to meet the expenses of the department for the ensuing 
year. 

In closing this report I take this opportunity to thank the 
firemen for their promptness at all fires and also the Assistant 
Engineers, Selectmen, Police and Water Department, as all 
have been ready and willing at all times to respond to any 


‘service needed from them.

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REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


- The Board of Trustees of the Public Library beg leave 
to submit its report for the year ending Jan. 31, 1894 as 
follows : 

A second years’ trial of the increased facilities, made possible 
by a more liberal appropriation, has more than justified the 
expectations of the Trustees in recommending that policy, 
The branches at North Beverly and Centerville have been well 
patronized, and the latter, in particular, shows the most 


gratifying results. The so called Neighbors’ Library at the

Farms was incorporated with the Public Library, as appears in 
the special Report of the Board to the Town, made at the 
adjourned town-meeting held April 30, 1893, and has been 
maintained intact at the Farms and operated as a Branch 
Library, with a reading room and a special delivery, four times 
a week, of books from the Public Library. The leading 


_ improvement in the administration of the Public Library has 


been the introduction of electric lighting. The beneficial 
results of the change, beside the greater convenience to the 
officials and the better security of the library, are apparent in 
the use of the reading room. The Trustees have before 


_ directed attention to the insufficient accommodations they are 


able to provide in this matter ; but, in view of the increase in 
the numbers of those frequenting the Reading Room and the 
continual over-crowding of it in the evening, they must again 
refer to the subject, as one of pressing necessity and vital 
importance in the use of the Library, and express their regret 
that no change for the better can be made under present 
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conditions. Meanwhile it appears-to be the fact that many 
are either turned or kept away from what ought to be a place 
of common privilege, in consequence of lack of room. It is, 
nevertheless, a matter for congratulation that the present 
lighting of the Reading Room allows its scanty facilities to be 
used to the utmost. 

The most important particular which shows an appreciation 
of the Library under the Town’s liberal policy of the last two 
years, is the increase in the general circulation. In their last 
Report the Trustees had the pleasure of announcing an increase 
in the circulation of nearly 4,000 volumes or 16 per cent. ; 
during the past year the increase has been over 7,000 volumes, 
or 25 per cent.; in other words, the result of the increased — 
appropriation has been to issue over 10,000 more volumes 
annually, a gain of more than 40 per cent. in the direct utility 
of the Library, of which only 4 per cent. 1s due to the incor- 
poration of the old Neighbors’ Library. This however, has 
not been accomplished without expense in administration, and 
_ the diminuation of the sum of money to be set aside for the 
purchase of new books. In fact the number of volumes added 
by purchase during the past year is only 402, as against 787 for 
the preceeding year, a loss of 385, or nearly one-half. The 
reason is, that the larger the circulation the greater is the cost 
of handling the books and keeping them in proper condition. 
The result is that the Library is now able to add no more new 
books than before the increase in the appropriation was made, 
as appears by the report for 1892 when the addition by 
purchase was 433 volumes. If, as is anticipated, the circula- — 
tion continues to gain even in a smaller ratio, a larger sum will 
be imperatively needed for the purchase of new books. 

The number of volumes has, as usual, been increased by 
gift, as specified in the Librarian’s report, which with the 
Treasurer’s report is annexed hereto, giving a statement of 
the affairs of the library in detail. | 

In view of the facts stated above the Trustees recommend 
that the same appropriation of two thousand dollars and one- 
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half the receipts for dog-licenses be made for the ensuing year. 
This sum will barely suffice to sustain the library at its 
present point of usefulness.

Care has been taken to keep the streets and crosswalks 
clean, a man having been detailed to make this his special — 
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work. All the catch basins have’ been cleaned out twice 
during the season. The Chase street sewer has been cleaned 
three times. Drains at Beverly Cove and North Beverly have 
also been cleaned. The culvert at the corner of Charnock and 
Essex streets has been thoroughly rebuilt and one-half expense 
of same was borne by the Board of Health. 

An effort has been made during the recent storms to have 
the walks open as early as possible and by the use of sand to 
make travel as safe and comfortable for pedestrians as could 
be expected. Through the kindness of the Chief of Police 
arrangements have been made to call the department at any 
time of night, which has helped largely in forwarding the

To the Inhabitants of Beverly, and of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts : 


Owing to the change from the town to the city form of 
government, the term of office of the School Committee 
expired before the completion of a full year since the last 
annual report. 

The committee therefore decided, in common with other 
town officers, that it was not expedient to make a regular 
report at the usual time. é 

As the law requires that a report be made and that two 
copies of the same be submitted to the Secretary of the 
State Board of Education on or before the first day of May, 
the School Committee after consultation with said secretary 
of the State Board of Education decided to submit a type- 
written report for the purpose of meeting the requirements of 
the laws of the commonwealth. 

The schools at this time appear to be in a fairly good 
condition and show evidence of progress during the nine — 
months for which this report is made. 

No radical departures have been made from the policies of 
administration of the previous year. The statistics show a 
constant growth in the number of children in the schools. To 
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meet the demand for more room a fine new schoolhouse was 
erected in the South district at what is known as Pleasant 
View. This building is well ventilated and well equipped for 
school purposes and received the approval of the State - 
Inspectors of schoolhouses. It seems altogether likely that 
another new building will be needed in the Washington 
district next year. The High School has prospered as form- 
erly. A class numbering twenty-nine graduated in June. 
An unusually large entering class swelled the number in the 
school since September to one-hundred and seventy. Ten 
different pupil teachers were in the Training School last year 
and all are now teaching as regular teachers. All of these are 
giving evidences of benefits derived from their course of 
training and some are already showing considerable ability as 
teachers. The work in music has been of the usual high 
character. In three districts and in the High School there 
has been no change of teachers.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The Board of Trustees of the Public Library begs leave to 
submit its annual report for the year ending December 31, 
- 1894, as follows: 

The statements of the Librarian and Treasurer hereto 
annexed, show the condition and growth of the Library and 
the details of expenditure. 

The present. lack of space to store books and the increasing 
use of the Reading Room compels us again to refer to the 
subject as in the report of last year, and we sincerely trust 
that the time may not be far distant when better accommo- 
dations may be provided. 

Attention has been directed in the main to the department 
of fiction which has been thorouzly examined, re-arranged 
and newly catalogued; and a Finding List was published and 
distributed free to readers. 

The general circulation, without showing any sudden and 
great gain such as was reported in the last two years, exhibits 

a steady growth, at the main Library there has been an 
increase of three thousand volumes, or nearly ten per cent. 
while at the Farms Branch there has been some gain, at the 
North Beverly and Centerville Branches there has been a 
‘slight falling off. i 

This is to be regretted these branches having been estab- 
lished upon the petition of the residents and are expensive in 
proportion to their service, at the same time, the general 
result is gratifying, the circulation for the month of December 
having been four thousand volumes, the largest number ever 
recorded in one month. 
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These results cannot be accomplished without an increase 
in the expense of administration which will necessarily cause a 
diminuation of the sum of money set apart for the purchase of 
new books, consequently the same conditions remain in thig 
regard as were alluded to in the report of last year. 

The Trustees regret to add that accessions to the Library 
by gift have been fewer than in the past years, and with few 
exceptions less important. 

In the course of the year the Board has lost the services of 
Rev. Ellery C. Butler by resignation, on his removal from the 
town, and those of Franklin Leach by death. Mr. Leach had 
been a member of the Board for many years, and was always 
actively interested in the work and prosperity of the Library, 
he gave to it freely his time and attention, the obligations of 
the Library to his long and faithful service are great and last- 
ing, and his colleagues upon the Board,while expressing thus 
formally their regret for his loss, desire to pay this deserved 
tribute to his memory. 

The vacancies, thus occasioned, were filled by the election 
of William R. Driver and the Rev. Daniel Dulany Addison. 

The Trustees while recognizing the great needs of the 
Library for better accommodations and greater opportunity to 
do the work of which it is now capable; do not think it desira- 
ble to attempt to meet the present difficulties by recommend- 
ing any increase in the annual appropriation. 

They therefore recommend that the same sum _ hitherto 
appropriated and one-half the receipts for dog licenses be 
appropriated to the general use of the Library for the ensuing 
year.
